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President talks. 
about efficiency

Sacramento State President 
Alexander Gonzalez empha- 
sized the importance of staying 
positive during his Fall 2011 
Address, urging students and 
faculty to focus on Sac State's 
future — rather than its budget 
woes: 

Gonzalez delivered his ad- 
dress on Aug. 26 to a fully- 
packed Union Ballroom. The 
speech consisted of information 
about the cuts from the state 
budget, how that budget has 
forced Sac State to examine efh- 
ciencies and what the university 
can remain optimistic about 
despite the cuts. 

Always central to his speech 
was the state_ budget that was 
passed in June, which cut $650 
million from the CSU system, 
and forced a tuition increase 
to more than $5,400 yearly 
for full-time undergraduate 
students. 

Gonzalez encouraged faculty 
to look past the state budget 
and concentrate on creating a 
campus representing higher 
education in a respectable 
manner and foster interaction 
within the community. 

“What hangs in the bal- 
ance right now is not just what 
happens.with the state budget — 
even though it is hard to think

about anything else,’ Gonzalez 
said. “At stake is the kind of 
campus we will have in the 
years to come.” 

Gonzalez began by high- 
lighting some of the campus’ 
key changes going into the fall 
semester, with the most notable 
being Facilities Services upgrad- 
ing 12 classrooms over the sum- 
mer with smart technology. 

Gonzalez also mentioned two 
security initiatives in develop- 
ment that are meant to reduce 
the amount of bike thefts on 
campus.

Students, staff and faculty 
have the option to rent cars 
without the cost of gas or 
insurance this semester with 
the debut of the evironmen- 
tally freidnly Zipcars, part of 
the world’s largest car-sharing 
program. 

Zipcars take a new approach 
to the traditional system of car- 
renting by following the mantra 
of keeping it simple. It allows 
users easy access to transporta- 
tion without the expense of gas, 
maintenance or insurance —all 
while reducing carbon emis- 
sions. 

Available 24 hours a day, Zip- 
cars can be activated by holding 
a membership-based Zipcard 
up to the windshield, which 
is received upon application. 
Once approved, one can reserve 


time slots for the Zipcar either 
online or through a mobile 
device. 

Gas and insurance are 
included as a part of the hourly 
and daily rates, as mentioned 
on the Zipcar website. Sac State 
students can join the program 
for $35 a year, with weekday 
rates beginning at $8 per hour 
or $66 per day and weekend 
rates of $9 per hour and $72 
per day. 

As of Monday, a Toyota 
Prius and Ford Focus are now 
officially available for students, 
staff and faculty to apply for 
renting out. The two self-service 
vehicles are parked in a desig- 
nated area of the residence hall 
parking lot. 

“While the Zipcars are avail- 
able to all, we placed the ve- 
hicles in a location where more 
students will find it convenient,’ 
said Gina Lombardo, director of 





University Transportation and 
Parking Services. 

Lombardo also said members 
of Sac State must be 18 years old 
and have a clean driving record 
to access the vehicles, which 
provides an easier alternative to 
traditional car-renting, where 
the minimum age requirement 
is 25. The age requirement for 
the general public to rent a 
Zipcar is 21. 

Freshman Jamillah Criner 
was fond of the concept behind 
Zipcars, and expects to take 


advantage of the offer. 
“] think it is amazing.” Criner 


said. 

Criner said she feels Zipcar is 
the perfect solution for students 
who are too young to rent a 
car. It provides an inexpensive, 
more versatile alternative to 
public transportation.

CSU board approves impaction for three Sac State majors

Declining state funding 
means enrollment standards 
are tightening for three popular 
majors at Sacramento State. 

Criminal justice, psychology 
and health sciences will declare 
program impaction, allowing 
them to institute higher admis- 
sions requirements than what is 
necessary to get into Sac State 
in order to limit the number 
of students who can take those 
classes. The restrictions will 
take effect in fall 2012. 

In announcing the program 
impaction in a press release 
online, campus administration 
said it was necessary because 
more students are enrolling in 
those programs than the de- 
partments have the resources to 
support, requiring the change. 

The California State Univer- 


sity Board of Trustees approved. . 
the impaction-in June. The: Fae-noqu 


ulty Senate has yet to approve 
the proposal, but even if not 
approved, Sac State President 
Alexander Gonzalez would still 
have the authority to implement 
the plan since the Senate's reso- 
lutions are not binding upon 
administration. 

The programs join the 
nursing, graphic design and 
business programs, which were 
already under program impac- 
tion. 

Sac State first declared a 
campus-level impaction in July 
2010, which gave priority to éli- 
gible students from the school’s 
service area of Sacramento, El 
Dorado, Placer, Yolo, San Joa- 
quin and Solano counties, and 
raised standards for students 
from other areas. That designa- 
tion must be renewed each year 
by the CSU Chancellor's Office, 
and officials have indicated it 
will exist at least through the 
2012-2013 school year; ...,., 
-The.move marks a continued 


shift as programs in the CSU 
system, which used to admit 
all eligible students, become 
more academically competitive 
as state funding cuts prevent 
them from serving all qualified 
students. 

The criminal justice depart- 
ment was able to delay making 
these changes because its large 
size. With 1,850 students this 
semester, it was able to serve 
more students, but that is no 
longer possible, said depart- 
ment chair Hugh Wilson. 

The department already is 
under financial stress, with four 
faculty positions open that it 
cannot afford to fill. 

Joan Neide, health sciences 
department chair, declined to 
comment, saying she had been 
told to refer inquiries to Lak- 
shmi Malroutu, special assistant 
to the provost. 

“As the number of majors in 


_ the three departments con- 


tinue to increase; the ability 
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to provide quality academic 
programs, courses, advising 
and other support services is 
being seriously compromised,’ 
Malroutu wrote in an email. 

Six other criminal justice 
programs in the CSU system are 
already impacted, Wilson said. 
By examining the ZIP codes 
of student applications, the 
department has seen evidence 
that students in those areas who 
could not get into their local 
campuses were matriculating 
to Sac State. Thus, other col- 
leges’ restrictions increased the 
enrollment burden on Sac State 
beyond its existing regional 
base. 

“We've got to do something,” 
Wilson said, adding that being 
admitted to a CSU by satisfying 
the minimum requirements no 
longer meant that all academic 
opportunities at a particular 
campus would be available. 

Wilson said it would be hard- 
er to become a criminal justice 


major, but the department did 
not raise the standards as much 
as it could have. 

Other schools, like CSU Los 
Angeles, San Diego State Uni- 
versity and CSU Long Beach 
have higher requirements. 

“A lot of it is new to people 
who, in our region, aren't used 
to this kind of thing at the CSU 
level? compared with the more 
restrictive CSU campuses in 
Southern California, Wilson 
said. 

Sac State held public forums 
in March at Cosumnes River 
College, Solano Community 
College, Vacaville Center and 
Sierra College. Because the 
change does not take effect until 
next fall, future students will be 
affected, while current students 
applying to the programs before 
then must only meet the cur- 
rent requirements. 

Wilson said he would push to 
have the criminal justice GPA 
requirements in place by fall 


2012, while not implementing 
the course prerequisite stan- 
dards until fall 2013. This idea, 


' though, will have to go through 


the Faculty Senate for approval. 

The programs join a litany 
of others that are impacted 
throughout the state. 

The challenge of meeting 
impacted programs stricter 
requirements is nothing new 
for community college students,” 
said Sue Michaels, director of 
marketing at Sierra College. 

Wilson stressed that officials 
had taken a comprehensive 
look at enrollment levels before 
making the change. 

“Tt wasn't a knee-jerk thing? 
he said. 

If current trends continue, 
with perpetual state budget 
cuts and additional demand on 
popular programs, these barri- 
ers to admission may become 
progressively more restrictive, 
Wilson said, and students will 
face more competition. 
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Faculty negotiates for salary

Faculty salary, job security 
and workload were among 
the issues discussed by the 
California Faculty Association 
during its Fall Union Update at 
Sacramento State. 

The Fall Union Update 
was held Aug. 25 inside the 
University Union's Lobby Suite 
- immediately following the Fall 
Address of Sac State President ° 
Alexander Gonzalez. The room 
itself held fewer people than the 


president's address in the Union’ 


Ballroom, attracting 20 to 30 
members of faculty. 

The CEA called the meeting 
to discuss the current state of 
contract negotiations, or the 
collective bargaining agree- 
ments. When there is to be a 
change to their labor relations 
contract, which decides how 
something like layoffs can 
happen, unions must enter 
into contract negotiations with 
the California State University 
system. 

Statewide CFA President 
Lilian Taiz was present for the 
discussion of contract negotia- 
tions, as was Andy Merrifield, 
president of CFA’s Sonoma State 
chapter and a member of the 
bargaining team. 

The discussion began with 
Kevin Wehr, president of Sac 
State’s chapter of the GFA, de- 
livering an update on an event 
that transpired over the sum- 
mer that he felt was especially 
irritating and protest-worthy. 

“In July, the CSU Board of 
Trustees held a meeting in 
which they voted to raise the 
tuition of students by 12 per- 
cent; Wehr said. “Within that 
same day, the board also voted 
to raise the salary caps of the 
top CSU executives.” 

Following that, Merrifield, 
who is soon to be president in 
charge of the California Faculty 
Association's bargaining com- 
mittee, laid out the contract 
proposals. Salary adjustments 
were among the most often 
referenced part of the contract 
negotiations. 


The CEA’ proposal is a 1 
percent reoccurring raise for 
faculty this year, next year and 
the year following. Also, there 
is to be a 5 percent general 
salary increase when the CSU’s 
operating budget grows to what 
was projected in the 2008-09 
fiscal year. 

CSU Chancellor Charles 
Reed’s counterproposal was 
to leave the salaries as is - no 
more, no less. 

“We have agreed that we will 
maintain the current salary of 
CSU faculty,’ said Erik Fallis, 
CSU spokesman. “Believe me, 
that is something that we strug- 
gle to do given the $650 million 
cut from the state budget.’ 

During his speech, Merrifield 
said it is ridiculous that the 
CSU has raised salaries of its 
top executives, but refuse to do 
so for the CSU’s professors and 
staff. 

“Tt’s easy for them to say, “The 
budget cuts mean there just isn’t 
any money for that; and ignore 
our demands;’ Merrifield said, 
“but that’s deceiving, because 
the amount of faculty has been 
reduced, and the tuition has 
been increased to back-fill those 
budget cuts.” 

Fallis said that faculty reduc- 
tions have been few, especially 
when considering the amount 
of state support that has been 
cut from the CSU. 

“We have had minimal 
layoffs on all levels,’ Fallis said. 
“Layoffs are even more minimal 
when you talk about tenure 
faculty - next to zero” 


Besides the discussion of 
salary changes, other articles 
discussed in the most recent 
contract negotiations could 
affect the workload and job 
security of faculty. 

Wehr said these contract 
negotiations mean a lot to the 
future of Sac State students - 
with the impact being greater 
than some may realize. 

“Faculty working conditions 
are student learning condi- 
tions; Wehr said. “We are all 
here to make sure that students 
are achieving a quality educa- 
tion, and without our rights 
adhered to, we cannot reach 
that goal” 

Taiz, the final speaker of the 
day, made it clear it was entirely 
the responsibility of faculty to 
voice their concerns in a man- 
ner that the CSU higher-ups 
will take notice. Taiz said when 
she is alone in her protest, “all 
they can hear is crickets,’ and 
the faculty has “..to make more 
noise” 

The meeting concluded with 
Taiz turning an ear toward the 
audience for suggestions on 
how to rally the faculty of Sac 
State together in protest. Some 
of the suggested approaches 
included the continuation 
of events like last semester's © 
March in March and protesting 
on campus through walkouts. 

One audience member jok- 
ingly referred to creating a large 
bonfire as an act of protest. 

“Sounds fun,’ Taiz said. 
“However, I'm not sure our 
insurance would cover that.”

came the announcement of 


"initiatives meant to increase ef- 


ficiency within the university. 

“As we move forward, bad 
budgets are forcing us to be 
more focused and strategic, 
Gonzalez said. “We have to 
examine efficiencies and im- 
provements through the same 
lens, because we have no other 
choice?’ zt 

Gonzalez referenced ways the 
campus can maintain a smaller 
budget by improving the gradu- 
ation rate. Namely, the College 
of Education, an organization 
tasked with reorganizing the 
college in a way that keeps stu- 
dents on track for a four-year 
graduation. 

The Graduation Initiative 
Steering Committee, with the 
help of Information Resources 
and Technology, has imple- 
mented a program that will 
track all tutoring, advising and 


retention contacts on campus. 

“We want to be able to assure 
students and the public that 
Sacramento State is a place 
where students will succeed,” 
Gonzalez said. 

Jason Conwell, a member of 
the California Faculty Associa- 
tion, said he is wary that some 
of the words used by Gonzalez 
could hint at potential changes 
on the horizon. 

“He said some things that I 
thought were good, like direct- 
ing more state revenue towards 
the CSU system;’ Conwell said. 
“However, I'm worried a little 
bit when he speaks of efficiency, 
because sometimes that means 
smaller classes and worse 
education” 

Conwell also commented 
that the speech was surprisingly 
brief in duration. 

During the speech, Gonzalez 
clarified that even while speak- 
ing of efficiencies — he knew 
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faculty and staff are still “vitally 
important to higher education” 

Using a television commer- 
cial about robots running a day 
care as a reference, Gonzalez 
spoke of the future of higher 
education. He said that while 
faculty “are being pressured 
to be more like robots,” those 
expectations were not going to 
come to fruition. 

Gonzalez said the budget 
cuts are going to make for a fi- 
nancially tough couple of years, 
but that things would improve 
once the economy picks up. 

“One of the problems that 
we face as a state institution 


_ is the fact that our funding is 


dependent on the revenue that 


‘ comes from the state? Gonzalez 


said. “Because of that, we are 
always lagging behind. They 
have to get the revenue before 
the allocations come to us.’ 

Discussion of the budget 
problems was followed by Gon- 
zalez inserting some positiv- 
ity — telling numerous success 
stories of Sac State students. 

Students like Montana 
Hodges, an alumna who has 
published a book on geology 
following her education at Sac 
State. Hodges is now producing 
a documentary on the relation- 
ship between fossil collectors 
and scientists. 

“In the current budget cli- 
mate, we literally cannot afford 
to hide our successes,’ Gonzalez 
said. “ 

Edward Inch, the new dean 
of the College of Arts and 
Letters, said he looks forward 
to working in an environ- 
ment in which leadership can 
remain positive in times of such 
distress. 

“Budget challenges are 
currently being experienced ev- 
erywhere, Inch said. “You can 
either approach it negatively 
by thinking that it’s a hope- 


‘less situation, or you can find 


efficiencies and communicate 
with the community in a way 
that moves us toward a more 
positive future.” 
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than.it has been in more than 
10 years. 

In November 2010, trustees 
approved a 10 percent increase 
in tuition. This was done in 
anticipation of cuts from the 
upcoming state budget and to 
prepare for future budget cuts. 

“The CSU thought it would 
be a bad budget year, and we 
were right;’ said Erik Fallis, 
CSU spokesman. “However, 
it was much worse than we 
thought it would be” 

In May, the state budget cut 
$500 million out of funding 
for the CSU system. From this, 
$400 million was cut from 
enrollment, programs and 
services. 

On top of the $500 million 
cut, another $150 million in 
state support was cut in July, 
bringing the most recent 12 
percent tuition increase to 
students in the CSU system. 

By Dec. 15, California's 
Department of Finance will 


determine if further steps are 


essential to meet the state's 
budget requirements. This 
additional cut to the budget 
is referred to ds the “trigger” 
provision. 

If this provision passes, the 
CSU and University of Cali- 
fornia systems could each be 
looking at another $100 mil- 
lion cut in state support. Right 
now it is unclear whether or 
not this could mean mid-year 
tuition increases for students. 

“The CSU has never been a 
fan of the ‘trigger’ provision, 
Fallis said. “Just imagine what 
it takes to plan our financials 
for the entire CSU system and 
then hear, ‘Oh, by the way, 
we might take another $100 
million out of your budget? It 
makes for a difficult situation” 

A July 13 message from the 
CSU Chancellor’s Office stated 
that one-third of the money 


from the tuition increase will * ~~ 
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be used for financial aid; and 
an estimated 170.000 stu- 


dents will be covered for the 
increase. 

Based on information from 
the CSU website, almost 
412,000 students are enrolled 
in the CSU system. Based on 
this information, that leaves 
242,000 students paying out of 
pocket for the rate increase. 

Steven Reece, sophomore 
business major, said he had to 
borrow the extra money for 
tuition from his grandmother. 

“She said I could pay it 
back with money or do yard 
work for her for the rest of 
the semester, Reece said as 
he laughed. “I don’t know 
which one sounds worse at this

point”. 

Karen Einchorn just trans- 
ferred from American River 
College. She had no idea about 
the increase in tuition until 
the week before the semester 
began.

ing an emphasis on car-sharing. 


As mentioned on the Zipcar 
website, “each Zipcar takes 
at least 15 personally owned 
vehicles off the road” 

During the beginning of the 
Zipcar program at Sac State, 
there will only be two cars 
available for rent. 

Lombardo said this semester 
will serve as a test to observe 
the program's success. 

“We plan to start out with 
two vehicles, but if the demand 
increases we will add more;’ 
Lombardo said. 

Lombardo also said upon.a 
higher demand, more vehicles 
will be available at different 
locations on campus, including 
the Well. 

Lombardo predicts a positive

considering Sac State is among 
a large number of universities 


such as UC Davis that have 


successfully partnered with the 


car-sharing program. 
Zipcar representatives who 


attended move-in day said they 


see Zipcar as worthwhile for 


all users. They said universities 
initially start out with just two 


vehicles to see if it is profit- 


able, and that 50 members are 
required for each car for it to be 


considered economical. 
Once Sac State exceeds the 


minimum amount of members 
to be seen as a success, expan- 


sion could be on the way.

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The gaping wound of budget 
cuts never being healed and 
getting worse will continue 
as it has for years. Despite 
that grim reality, students, the 
body of California’s future, 
will trudge on through another 
semester. 

The unnecessary amount of 
damage this body has taken 
over the years has left it for the 
most part, numb. Sacramento 
State President Alexander 
Gonzalez’s Fall Address had 
less tension in the room than 
it had in the past. Gonzalez 
welcomed the new faculty, all 

- five of them, and got a laugh 
from the crowd. 
“T think the fact that even

.. » though we’re in a bad budget, 


* people were well-grounded,” 
Gonzalez said. “People are 
committed to the university.” 

Do we get mad and shout at 
the administration a few times 
a year? Sure do. Sometime this 
semester, students will prob- 

| ably take a trip to the Capitol 

_ and do some more yelling. 
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Then students will go home, 
enroll in future classes, whip 
out the credit cards and in- 
crease debt more than the last 
semester. 

It would be nice if students 
could show our commitment 
without getting our arms pulled 
behind our backs and tackled 
to the ground for every nickel 
and dime we have, though. 

Another body on campus, the 
faculty, has also been beaten 
unnecessarily with stagnant 
wages in a terrible econo- 
my. 

After the convocation, the 
California Faculty Associa- 
tion’s annual meeting also had 
plenty of empty seats, prompt- 
ing some to ask each other 
where their colleagues were. 

“Morale is really low right 
now,” said sociology profes- 
sor Kevin Wehr, president of 
the local CFA chapter. “There 
is a lot of blame to give. The 
Capitol won’t raise revenue. 
The money is mismanaged at 
the chancellor’s office.” 


» SACRIFICE NEEDED 
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Considering the faculty has 
been working without a con- 
tract and a raise in three years, 
professors will also be trudging 
through another semester. 

It would be great if profes-. 
sors could show their com- 
mitment without being buried 
with growing workloads with 
no additional compensation. 

Students working a mini- 
mum-wage job for three years 
will at some point get a raise. 
Those teaching us should get 
one as well. 

Those who have the power 
to lessen the blows don’t plan 
on pulling any punches. A hay- 
maker is coming our way with 
the state considering cutting an 
extra $100 million from higher 
education in December. This 
comes after a devastating $650 
million cut earlier this year. 

“Given what we know right 
now, the probability is high,” 
Gonzalez said about upcoming 
cuts. 

That means Sac State is go- 
ing to lose face another $6 mil-

“Obama can't seem to make 
people understand that the rich, 
especially the super-rich, have 
to be taxed more. I know the 
super-rich and plenty of them 
think so too” 

Senior economics major 
Chris Colburn said while gener- 
ally taxing the rich sounds like 
a good idea, in actuality it is not 
as easy as it sounds. 

Simply increasing taxes ° 
doesn't guarantee that the rich 
will actually pay them. 

“There are many forms of 
taxes, and many loopholes 
in tax codes,’ Colburn said. 
“Shell companies and financial 
vehicles allow the rich to store 
their money in offshore ac- __ 
counts; offshore balances could 
potentially increase with any 
increase in taxes.” 

One of the ideas that many 
have to solve the budget crisis is 
to have a flat tax, where every-

“Judg- 
ing by the levels of national and 
state deficits/debt, it will take a 
long time before any increased 
revenues, from the taxes, trick- 
les to schools.”
